Mrs.  Hobbs  stated  that  because  the 
Building  Committee  had  changed  the  sum  to  be  raised  to 
$106,000.00  plus  the  fact  that  they  wished  to  include  the 
accrued  interest  of  Capital  Reserve  Fund  Number  8  that 
the  Article  read, ' '  Not  to  exceed  $106,000.00 ' ',  and  ' '  expend- 
iture of  $15,000.00  and  accrued  interest".  She  made  the 
motion  the  amendment  be  accepted,  it  was  seconded  by 
Gordon  Dow.  Discussion  continued.  Moderator  Wjiite 
stated  that  maybe  Mrs.  Hobbs  would  go  over  the  proposed 
article,  but  there  would  be  no  cross-examination. 

Mrs.  Hobbs  stated  that  everyone  might  as  well  get  ad- 
justed to  the  fact  that  they  were  not  going  to  have  or  be 
given  a  Memorial  Library.  She  stated  that  she  had  talked 
with  a  Foundation  that  was  interested  in  the  Town,  and  they 
wanted  to  know  how  the  Town  voted  on  the  Article.  She 
stated  that  they  realized  that  $163,000.00  was  a  lot  of  money, 
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and  that  no  large  contribution  came  through  so  they  decided 
to  eliminate  $5,500.00  for  the  basement,  and  additional 
funds  for  equipment.  She  stated  that  in  the  meantime  they 
had  $106,  075.00  on  hand  or  which  was  put  aside  for  this 
use,  and  they  were  asking  for  $106,000.00  which  meant  they 
had  already  raised  fifty  percent  of  the  building.  Available 
funds  were  $84,425.00  from  Federal  Government,  $16,000.00 
from  Reserve  Fund,  $4,500.00  raised  by  Friends  of  the 
Library,  $300.00  from  Historical  Society,  and  other  gifts  of 
$100.00,  $250.00,  and  $500.00  making  a  total  of  $106,075. 
There  had  also  been  communication  from  Summer  residence 
who  were  interested  in  buying  equipment  as  a  memorial 
gift.  In  order  to  get  Federal  Funds  they  had  to  find  a  build- 
ing based  on  the  projected  population.  It  would  have  to  be 
a  building  large  enough  to  serve  the  Town  well  for  twenty 
years.  She  stated  that  if  it  were  paid  off  in  ten  years  at  4% 
interest  rate  the  annual  payments  would  be  $12,900.00,  and 
would  increase  the  tax  rate  by  forty-five  cents.  If  it  were 
paid  off  in  fifteen  years  the  payment  would  be  around 
$9,400.00,  but  of  course  the  total  interest  would  be  more. 

Robert  Volk  moved  to  vote  on  the  question  by  Ballot  using 
the  check  list.  It  was  seconded.  The  vote  would  have  to  be 
a  two  -thirds  vote.

Through  your  vote  and  loyal  support  to  our  Police  and 
Fire  Departments,  we  have  added  a  fourth  man  to  each  de- 
partment. The  administrative  work  being  accomplished  by 
the  department  heads  has  increased  the  efficiency  and 
results  are  being  realized.  We  have  two  of  the  finest  de- 
partments in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  a  town  our 
size.  Both  departments  are  staffed  with  men  with  excep- 
tional qualifications  for  their  respective  assignments.  The 
volunteer  groups  which  support  our  permanent  men  are 
devoted  and  dedicated. 

On  behalf  of  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  wish  to  acknow- 
ledge the  protection  contributed  by  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments.

To  choose  one  Selectman  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  one  Selectman  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  Town 
Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collector  of  Taxes,  and  all 
necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.

ARTICLE  XIII.  Upon  Petition  of  Peter  G.  Brooks  and 
other  voters  of  the  Town;  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  31,  as 
amended: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  V,  Section 
511.2  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  thereto  the 
following  sentence:

Report  of  1971 


The  Fire  Department  responded  to  94  calls  for  the  year 
of  various  causes,  15  more  than  1970.  The  calls  consisted 
of  10  Mutual  Aid  to  surrounding  towns,  6  building  fires,  3 
resusatator,  9  automobile  accidents,  16  automobile  fires,  11 
brush  fires,  5  dump  and  34  miscellaneous  calls.  We  received 
Mutual  Aid  from  9  surrounding  towns. 

The  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  $123,109.12  with  one  loss 
of  life. 

On  May  17,  1971  the  fourth  permanent  firefighter  was 
put  on  duty  putting  two  men  on  duty  days  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  Fire  Department. 

In  October  during  Fire  Prevention  Week  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  principal  and  teachers  a  demonstration  was 
put  on  at  the  playground  for  the  children.  Several  teachers 
took  part  in  demonstrating  the  use  of  hand  fire  extinguishers. 

Several  new  men  have  been  added  to  the  Call  List  during 
the  past  year.  All  call  and  permanent  firefighters  drill  two 
nights  monthly.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Lest  We  Forget  -  It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundred  of 
homes  are  more  prevalant  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry 
seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but  25  years  ago  this  fall 
is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large  areas 
of  northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes  with  rows 
of  cellar-holes  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer  vaca- 
tion home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on  that  destruc- 
tive day  of  October  23,  1947  nothing  could  stop  the  wind- 
driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hamp- 
shire but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The 
fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand.  Only 
by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all  times  can 
we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection  when  dry  conditions 
prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders  be  your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  diiscard 
a  firebrand  —  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The 
burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your 
town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass  or  gar- 
den litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed 
and  if  they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  important  —  Instruct  your  children  in  the  dan- 
ger of  the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry 
grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous  combination  which 
leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 
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The  past  year  —  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control 
of  fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We 
thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others  to  heed 
Smokey's  message.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  compliance  with  R.S.A.  36  A-2  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission submits  the  following  report  to  the  voters  of  North 
Hampton. 

Members  arranged  a  display  of  Environmental  material 
at  the  Town  Meeting  and  were  present  to  distribute  litter 
bags  and  informational  material. 

The  fifth  annual  clean-up  day  was  conducted  on  Saturday, 
April  17th.  Although  participation  by  the  children  was  not 
quite  as  good  as  the  year  before,  the  day  was  successful 
and  the  usual  amount  of  road-side  fitter  was  collected.  The 
Commission  has  discussed  the  possible  recycling  of  glass 
and  has  received  information  from  the  Coca-Cola  Company 
for  the  redemption  of  such  glass.  We  feel  that  the  town 
should  consider  starting  a  recycling  project. 

Some  members  have  viewed  a  piece  of  property  which 
we  feel  has  great  potential  as  a  natural  area  to  be  preserved 
for  the  town.  However,  funds  are  not  available  to  pursue 
this  acquistion.  The  Commission  is  now  in  the  process  of 
establishing  an  easement  to  preserve  a  wild  flower  area.  In 
compliance  with  the  statute  of  R.S.A.  36-A,  the  commission 
may  receive  gifts  of  money  and  property  in  the  name  of  the 
town,  such  gifts  to  be  managed  by  the  commission. 

Members  of  the  Commission  participated  in  a  hearing  of 
the  Special  Water  Resources  Board  in  regard  to  illegal  filling 
at  Fifield  Island.  The  Board  has  checked  the  area  and 
placed  stakes  showing  the  four  places  that  were  illegally 
filled.  A  letter  from  Governor  Peterson  clearly  states  that 
the  contractors  were  "directed  to  remove  all  fill  placed  in 
these  areas,  restore  the  ground  as  near  its  former  state  as 
possible  as  soon  as  possible". 
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We  have  kept  abreast  of  the  developments  in  regard  to 
the  new  sanitary  landfill  operation  which  as  of  January  3rd 
went  into  operation.

The  Commission  has  taken  as  its  project  for  1972  the 
es:iblishment  of  a  tree  nursery.

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1971  Report  of  the 
North  Hampton  Recreation  Commission 

The  Recreation  Commission  sponsored  from  January-May 

a  Coffee  House  program  for  the  young  people  of  the  town,, 
which  was  very  meaningful  to  those  who  participated.  The 
Congregational  Church  generously  donated  the  use  of  their 
basement  for  this  purpose,  An  average  of  50  attended  on 
Tuesday  afternoon  or  Saturday  evening  for  a  program  con- 
sisting mainly  of  pool,  ping-pong  and  music  ably  directed 
by  Jim  Clifford.  The  program  was  not  reopened  in  the  fall 
due  to  our  inability  to  find  an  adequate  area  in  which  to 
hold  the  program. 

The  summer  recreation  program  was  held  again  this 
year  for  six  weeks.  June  21-July  30.  with  a  registration  of 
170  youngsters,  first  through  sixth  grades,  held  on  the  school 
playgrounds.  The  program  was  again  competently  organ- 
ized and  directed  by  Eileen  Sharp,  a  Phys-Ed.  major  at 
UXH.  Norman  Beudroth  was  in  charge  of  .Arts  and  Crafts 
and  Raymond  Clements,  general  sports  and  games.  Frank 
Basch.  a  senior  at  St.  Thomas  donated  his  time  daily  to 
assist  the  program,  as  did  several  junior  high  students.  A 
weekly  trip  to  Pwtuckaway  State  Park  for  swimming  was 
a  popular  feature  of  the  program.  A  new  addition  to  the 
program  was  a  nature  study  course  directed  expertly  by 
Carolyn  Brooks,  through  funds  received  from  the  Spaulding- 
Potter  Fimd.  to  aid  in  expanding  summer  programs. 

Since  most  of  the  area  towns  do  run  on  eight  to  ten  week 
summer  programs  we  plan  to  lengthen  ours  to  eight  weeks 
in  the  coming  year.

The  North  Hampton  Ambulance  Corps  respectfully  sub- 
mits the  following  report  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
North  Hampton: 

During  the  year  1971  the  ambulance  responded  to  109 
calls  for  assistance  covering  a  total  of  2,029  miles. 

This  year  we  purchased  a  new  mobile  radio  for  the 
ambulance.  This  new  radio  gives  us  complete  communica- 
tions with  the  town  police  cruisers  and  also  the  Rocking- 
ham County  dispatching  center.  We  also  purchased  with 
the  radio,  a  direct  dialing  attachment.  With  this  dialing 
attachment  we  can  call  directly  from  the  ambulance  to  the 
hospital  by  phone,  giving  vital  information  to  hospital 
personnel,  while  transporting  a  patient. 

This  fall  we  all  attended  a  refresher  course  on  first  aid 
training  that  thoroughly  covered  all  phases  of  emergency 
care  of  the  sick  and  injured. 

We  would  like  to  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  both 
the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  for  their  helpful  assistance 
on  many  occasions. 

We  would  like  to  assure  the  townspeople  that  the 
ambulance  is  ready  for  all  emergencies,  large  or  small, 
twenty-four  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week,  with  highly 
trained  personnel  to  give  professional  first  aid  assistance. 

As  a  reminder,  we  have  contracts  available  to  the  towns- 
people consisting  of  ambulance  coverage  for  the  entire  family 
in  residence  for  one  year  that  includes  service  within  a 
fifty  mile  radius,  at  a  cost  of  $5.00  a  contract.

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1971  REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 
YOUTH  ASSOCIATION 

This  year  brought  a  sizeable  expansion  to  the  NHYA.  The 
Board  of  Directors  doubled  from  five  to  ten  and  two  new 
programs  were  added,  boys'  hockey  and  girls'  softball. 
Girls'  softball  is  the  second  activity  involving  girls.  The 
other  being  cheerleaders  for  the  three  North  Hampton 
football  teams. 

About  435  boys  and  girls  ranging  in  age  from  seven  to 
seventeen  were  registered  in  the  five  programs,  baseball, 
basketball,  football,  hockey  and  softball.  Many  boys  played 
in  all  four  of  the  boys  activities.  This  provided  a  chance  for 
year  round  organized  athletic  participation.  All  of  our 
activities  are  set-up  to  provide  these  children  with  a  chance 
to  play  their  sport  regardless  of  their  individual  abilities. 

While  the  NHYA  used  two  private  ponds  for  the  hockey 
program,  one  of  them  Andrew's  Pond,  was  available  for 
public  skating  most  of  the  time.  The  NHYA  had  the  re- 
sponsibility of  keeping  the  pond  clear  of  snow. 

Funds  for  our  operation  come  from  the  following  sources: 
town  appropriation,  registration  fees  ($1.50),  raffle  and 
some  unsolicited  donations.  We  attempt  to  avoid  direct  so- 
licitation of  a  particular  segment  of  the  town  such  as  the 
local  businesses  since  we  feel  that  the  entire  community 
benefits.  All  income  is  used  for  equipment  purchase,  repair, 
facility  upkeep,  etc.  There  are  no  paid  personnel  in  the 
association. 

North  Hampton  is  very  fortunate  to  have  dedicated 
people  who  have  devoted  so  much  of  their  time  in  the  de- 
velopment of  our  youth. 

There  is  always  a  continuing  need  for  more  adult  help  in 
the  areas  of  coaching  and  facility  upkeep.

North  Hampton:  219  paid,  165  free  1970-1971 

Starting  in  May  of  this  year  we  have  been  conducting  a 
monthly  Well  Child  Clinic  that  is  sponsored  by  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.  Here  the  children  in  the  area  can  get 
a  free  physical  examination  and  complete  immunization. 
This  is  specifically  for  pre-school  children,  though  we  have 
finished  immunization  for  some  children  just  entering 
school,  when  the  need  was  apparent.  This  type  of  clinic  is 
greatly  needed  in  our  area  as  proved  by  th  following: 

At  present  we  are  following  109  children  and  have  dis- 
charged 36  others  who  have  received  all  their  immuniza- 
tion and  reached  school  age.  During  physical  examination 
the  physician  has  discovered  defects  in  fourteen  of  the 
children  that  were  serious  enough  to  warrant  referal  to  other 
state  clinics  ie.  Crippled  Children's  Clinic,  Heart  Clinic, 
etc.  Twenty-three  mothers  have  been  referred  to  the  Family 
Planning  Clinic  which  is  set  up  in  Exeter  and  is  also  State 
sponsored. 

We  are  following  9  patients  in  the  area  who  have  TB  or 
are  contacts,  doing  tuberculin  testing  and  ordering  medica- 
tions as  needed.  These  calls  are  made  monthly  to  insure  that 
the  patient  returns  to  the  TB  clinic  for  regular  x-rays  and 
adequate  follow-up. 

When  this  organization  was  formed  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  felt  that  there  was  a  definite  need  in  the  Sea- 
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coast  Area.  They  therefore  allocated  $6,500.  the  first  year  to 
help  us  get  started.  Last  year  we  received  $5,000  from  the 
State.  This  year  we  have  been  advised  that  no  more  funds 
are  available  from  that  source.  The  income  from  Medicare 
has  also  been  cut  from  approximately  80%  coverage  to  less 
than  20%,  and  many  of  our  patients  are  of  Medicare  age. 
With  the  increasing  population  in  the  Seacoast  area,  and  no 
more  help  from  the  State  it  has  been  necessary  to  ask  the 
four  towns  involved  for  larger  appropriations. 

No  call  is  refused  for  inability  to  pay. 

This  is  a  vital  Community  Service,  and  we  are  here  to 
help  you.

Seconded  —  passed  on  to  next 
article. 

4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  withdraw  capital 
reserve  funds  in  the  amount  $3,000.00  (three  thousand 
dollars )  plus  accrued  interest  for  the  purpose  of  major 
expenditures  for  the  repair  and  replacement  of  the 
roof  of  the  elementary  school,  such  as  funds  to  be  com- 
bined with  those  budgeted  for  the  fiscal  year  1971-72. 
note:  The  capital  reserve  fund  was  established  accord- 
ing to  the  revised  statutes  annotated  35.1  to  35.18  as 
amended  at  the  March  1968  School  District  Meeting. 

Mr.  Joseph  LeB lane  made  the  motion  that  this  article  be 
accepted  as  read  —  seconded  by  Mr.  Fowler  —  hand 
vote  —  passed. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district. 

Diane  Jones  moved  that  the  School  District  raise  and 
appropriate  the  amount  of  $472,937.47  for  the  support 
of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  district,  this  figure  included  the  $11,000  for  guid- 
ance which  left  a  $15,000  difference  between  the  school 
board  and  the  budget  committee's  budget.  After  the 
school  board  explained  the  difference  in  amounts,  Mr. 
John  Osborne  made  an  amendment  to  the  original  mo- 
tion that  we  adopt  the  total  appropriation  as  recom- 
mended by  the  budget  committee  ($457,827.47)  to 
which  is  to  be  added  $11,000.00  which  has  already 
been  voted  to  support  a  guidance  counselor  —  sec- 
onded by  William  Fowler.  A  hand  vote  was  then 
taken  on  the  motion  —  passed  as  amended  —  Yes  64 
No  56.  The  amendment  is  a  vote. 

6.  Fred  Scheyer  of  Mill  Road  requested  an  omission  on 
the  warrant  of  a  second  school  board  term  —  this 
matter  was  rectified  by  a  vote  which  amended  the 
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warrant  to  include  the  third  school  board  member  — 
seconded  —  hand  vote  passed. 

7.  A  moment  of  silence  was  given  in  memory  of  the 
years  of  dedication  by  E.  Russell  Raymond  to  the 
youth  of  North  Hampton. 

A  plaque  was  given  to  Jane  Palmer,  retiring  School 
Board  Member,  by  Diane  Jones  for  her  service  to  the 
North  Hampton  School. 

A  motion  was  made  for  adjournment  —  seconded  — 
hand  vote  —  passed.  Meeting  adjourned  9:15  p.m.

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Increasing  student  enrollment  has  become  a  spectre  that 
haunts  many  of  our  communities.  The  continued  influx  of 
new  families  to  new  single  and  multi-family  units  plus  turn- 
over and  conversion  of  existing  properties  is  not  going  to 
lessen  the  problem.  The  facts  are  only  too  obvious — what 
each  new  family  moving  in  we  have  more  children,  who, 
in  turn,  requnre  additional  school  space  and  staff  members. 

Staff 

I  have  been  very  pleased  since  "coming  aboard"  in  July 
to  discover  that  Union  No.  21  has,  for  the  most  part,  staff 
members  of  exceptionally  high  caliber. 

Most  of  our  teachers  that  I  have  come  in  contact  with  are 
talented,  dynamic,  committed,  and  love  teaching — all  essen- 
tial to  the  successful  operation  of  our  schools.  That  we  have 
weaknesses  and  gaps  goes  without  saying.  These  we  shall 
have  to  rectify.  The  important  thing  is  that  we  have  the 
potential.  We  must  do  everything  possible  to  keep  those 
teachers  we  want  in  the  Union  and  provid  them  with  the 
kind  of  environment  which  will  make  their  tasks  a  rewarding 
and  fulfilling  experience.  No  other  profession  will  ever  exert 
as  much  influence  on  our  children  as  our  teachers.  It  is  im- 
perative that  we  provide  our  communities  with  the  kind  of 
teachers  who  will  assist  us  and  our  children  in  becoming 
truly  human,  who  will  actualize  all  the  potential  of  which 
they  are  capable.  When  all  is  said  and  done,  there  is  nothing 
of  greater  importance  in  life. 

To  this  end  I  have  directed  that  principals  become  more 
involved  in  seeking  and  selecting  nw  staff  members  and  that 
efforts  already  in  motion  for  better  evaluative  procedures 
continue. 

The  caliber  of  the  principals  in  Union  No.  21  is  a 
credit  to  the  separate  boards  and  previous  central  office 
administrations. 
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Collective  Bargaining 

Collective  bargaining  involving  teachers  has  caused  much 
concern  and  frustration  for  school  board  members.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  when  both  sides  have  mastered  the  subtleties  of 
negotiations,  teachers  and  the  communities  for  which  they 
labor  will  reap  the  benefits  of  mutual  respect  and  trust.  News 
reports  to  the  contrary,  teachers  throughout  the  country  ai*e 
bargaining  over  issues  that  transcend  the  mere  ' '  bread  and 
butter"  items  we  hear  so  much  about.  Those  requests  that 
bear  directly  on  working  conditions  and  professional  im- 
provement can  only  mean  better  teachers  and  a  better  learn- 
ing environment.  Time,  I  am  certain,  shall  prove  this  to  be 
true. 

State  Aid 

A  New  Hampshire  school  superintendent's  report  would 
not  be  complete  this  year  without  a  comment  on  the  reduc- 
tions in  state  aid  we  are  experiencing.  Every  town  in  the 
Union  is  affected  as  the  following  synopsis  indicates: 

1.  All  funds  for  the  intellectually  retarded  have  been 
eliminated. 

2.  Reorganization  Incentive  Aid  for  the  Winnacunnet  Co- 
operative School  District  was  cut  from  $34,072.50  to 
$11,404.84  for  a  $22,667.66  loss. 

3.  Historically  the  State  has  contributed  40  percent  of 
funds  necessary  for  teachers  under  the  Federal  Insurance 
Contribution  Act.  This  has  been  eliminated  and  for  only 
the  last  quarter  of  this  fiscal  year  will  cost  our  districts  be- 
tween $560.00  to  $5,500  additional.  Budgets  for  the  1972-73 
school  year  will  reflect  the  entire  cost. 
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4.  The  following  reductions  were  made  under  the  state 
building  aid  formula:

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School  Board 

of  North  Hampton: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  School 

Health  Program  for  the  School  Year  1970-71. 

School  is  the  major  activity  of  most  children.  They  go  to 

school  to  learn:  and  to  learn  most  effective!}"  they  must  be 
health}".  Even"  school  has  numerous  opportunities  to  pro- 
mote the  health  of  pupils.  The  conditions  under  which  chil- 
dren live  in  school  and  outside,  the  help  they  are  given  in 
solving  their  health  problems,  the  ideals  of  individual  and 
community  health  which  they  form,  and  the  information 
and  understanding  that  they  acquire  of  themselves  as  hum- 
an beings  influence  the  development  of  the  attitudes  and 
behavior  conductive  to  healthy,  happy  and  successful 
living.  In  all  its  efforts,  the  school  must  consider  the  total 
personality  of  each  pupil  and  the  interdependence  of  phys- 
ical, social  and  emotional  health. 


The  following  routine  procedures  were  carried  out  during 

the  year: 

All  pupils  in  all  grades  arc  weighed,  measured,  have 
vision  and  hearing  tests.  Routine  inspections  of  hair,  teeth. 
posture  and  general  cleanliness  are  also  done,  Ten  visual 
defects  were  found  and  by  the  end  of  the  school  year  nine 
were  corrected.  Three  hearing  defects  were  found  and 
corrected. 

Tuberculin  tests  were  administered  to  school  personnel. 
Fortyfour  tests  were  given  and  six  known  positive  reactors 
had  chest  x-rays.  There  were  no  new  positive  reactors  to 
the  tuberculin  test.  Flu  Vaccine  was  administered  to  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  if  they  wished  to  receive  it.  Twenty-three 
immunizations  were  given.

Dr.  Sidney  Baker  and  Dr.  Hugo  Hochschild  gave  physical 
examinations  to  pupils  in  the  first,  fourth  and  seventh  levels. 
Boys  participating  in  extra  curricula  sports  activities  also 
received  physical  examinations.  Blood  pressures  were  done 
on  older  students.  As  part  of  the  routine  examination  urin- 
alysis was  done  on  pupils  in  the  above  named  levels.  A  total 
of  219  pupils  received  physical  examinations.  Twenty-eight 
defects  were  found  and  nineteen  of  them  were  correctable. 

The  Speech  Clinic  was  held  weekly  under  the  direction  of 
a  therapist  from  the  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center.  Fifty- 
eight  pupils  were  evaluated  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year  and  fifty-seven  were  evaluated  on  Pre-School  Registra- 
tion day.  Seven  pupils  were  referred  to  the  Center  for  hear- 
ing evaluations. 

Twenty-one  pupils  were  referred  through  me  to  Title  I 
for  evaluations  of  perceptual  and  emotional  problems.  There 
were  many  more  I  felt  should  have  been  referred  but  due 
to  lack  of  time  and  personnel  was  unable  to  do  so.  Several 
students  received  counseling  under  Title  I. 

Pre-School  Registration  was  held  on  May  20,  1971.  On 
that  day  fifty-seven  children  registered  for  the  incoming  first 
level.  Each  child  was  weighed,  measured,  had  vision  and 
hearing  checked.  A  dental  examination  was  made  by  a 
Dental  Hygienist  from  the  Bureau  of  Dental  Public  Health. 
A  speech  evaluation  was  also  made  at  this  time. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  enrollment,  emergency  care  of  the 
ill  and  the  injured  involves  more  time  each  year.  A  total  of 
2,852  first  aid  procedures  were  performed  by  me  during  the 
year.  Many  parents  were  contacted  regarding  an  ill  pupil  or 
one  who  had  been  injured.  The  number  of  home  contacts 
and  home  visits  made  by  me  was  631. 

Health  Education  is  one  part  of  the  total  school  health 
program.  The  school  nurse  is  available  to  assist  the  teachers 
in  planning  health  units.  I  will  also  assist  in  the  use  of  health 
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materials.  Some  of  the  health  topics  covered  by  me  in  the 
classroom  are:  safety,  nutrition,  dental  health,  personal 
hygiene,  communicable  diseases,  drug  education,  human 
growth  and  family  living.  Medical  Self -Help  classes  were 
held  in  the  eighth  grade  and  a  bisic  First  Aid  class  was  held 
in  the  sixth  grade.  Health  education  classes  are  designed  to 
meet  the  health  needs  of  the  pupils  at  their  level.
